Snoddy was ask ed if

“Nothing more than that I am not 
guilty and never had been.” 
The court then gave Snoddy the in* 
, determinate sentence of from two to 
ten years and fined him $1. 
Snoddy’s 
attorneys filed their formal motion and 
written reasons for a new trial, al- 
eging that the court erred in over­ 
ruling the defendant's motion and ap­ 
plication for# continuance and in refus­ 
ing to give to the jury certain instruc­ 
tions as requested by the defendant. 
Following this procedure. Snoddy filed 
a $3,000 bond, which was approved by 
Judge Wilson 
The bond is signed 
principally by men who reside in Salt 
Creek township, in the neighborhood 
where the whitecapping took place. 
After the bond had been approved, 
Snoddy was released from jail and 
will have his freedom until his case1 is 
acted upon by the supreme court.

Fish Chowder.— Salt water fish, or 
salt fish freshened, or any fresh water 
fish mak es delicious chowder. 
When 
using fresh fish, clean and remove the 
hard fins and bones, simmer the bones 
In water to cover, and cut the fish in 
two inch pieces. Cut a fourth of a cup 
of salt pork in small dice and cook 
until the fat is extracted: add a small 
onion, chopped fine, and cook until 
yellow. 
Add tw*o cups of sliced and 
parboiled potatoes, the liquor In which 
the bones have been cook ed: add the 
fish and cook until the vegetables and 
fish are tender.

FIRE AT SEA 


T w o Crew s Put in at N orfolk A fter 


Terrible Experiences. 


Norfolk, Va., 
Feb. 
— Blinded 
by 
fire and smoke, their feet and hands 
sore, and their faces as red as beets 
twenty-six men composing the crew of 
the 
British 
steamer 
Consul, 
which 
went down forty miles south of Cajve 
Henry at 2:30 o'clock Sunday morning 
after burning for fifty hours, reached 
Norfolk last night and enjoyed their 
first real meal in three days at the 
Victoria hotel as the guest of the B rit­ 
ish vice consul at this }>ort. 
Captain 
FI. Jones was commanding the Con­ 
sul. 
The men were landed in Newport 
News by the British steam er Castle 
Eden, which took the Consul in tow 
Saturday and brought her from where 
she was discovered on fire, but lost 
her at 10 o'clock that night when the 
towing hawser parted. 
The crew fought the flames from the 
tim e they were discovered until 2:30 
o’clock Saturday morning, when theyi 
were forced to take to the lifeboats. 
The decks gave way under the men j 
while they were fighting the fire. 
Two j 
of the four lifeboats were burned and , 
one of the boats into which the men 
made their escape from the burning 
ship was ablaze when it was lowered 
from the davits. 
Six men in a small boat were picked 
up early Sunday fifty miles south of 
Fryin g Pan shoals by the steamer Su- 
wanee of the Merchants and Miners 
line. 
Two of the men were uncon­ 
scious and the remaining four wrere so 
completely exhausted from exposure 
that 
they 
could 
hardly 
talk 
when 
hauled on board the big liner.

men said that they composed the crew i or of India.

METHOD OF RAISING SHEEP 


Economical and Profitable Manner is 
Described That Seem* About as 
Practical as Any Other. 


A neighbor of minev has a way of 
handling sheep which seems to me to 
be about as inexpensive and as profit­ 
able as any. 
though 
some of your 
sheep experts may criticise it, says a 
writer in the 
Nation 1 , 
Stockman. 
Each year he breeds 50 good fleeced 
Merino ewes to a Southdown 
ram 
He saves a bluegrass pasture all fall 
for these ewes and they run in it all 
winter, with hay either In rack or 
stack for them to run ro at will. 
He 
feeds a little grain In tbe latter part 
of the winter, corn and oats mixed, 
and he estimates 
the 
quantity at 
about a half bushel of tee mixture for 
each ewe 
The ewes Iamb v/Jth early 
grass and the lambs are soid in July 
without any feed. 
He uvei ages one 
lamb per ewe and, of course, 
the 
price depends on the market 
The 
ewes have been shearing about $2 
worth of wool in recent vear s and the 
iambs selling for 
$2 
to $4 apiece. 
These figures he regards as satisfac­ 
tory considering the small amount of 
labor and 
grain 
involved 
1 have 
though» that his lambs might be made 
to bring more money with some feed­ 
ing, but. he says it would require more 
time ami attention during the busy 
part of the year and be prefers his 
present plan. 
It would not work well 
everywhere, but it is all right where 
the winters are not too seveie and 
good bluegrass pastures can be had. 
The flne-wool ewe 
Is an 
excellent 
mother for one lamb, and the South 
down Merino ewe Is easy to keep, 
hardy and produces a good fleece, but 
sometimes it is hard to buv tho right 
kind for this work.

FIRST STOCKING FRAME 


GRASS SEEDS FOR PASTURE 


Use Mtxture of Varieties Best Suited 
i or Soil, Making Dense Herbage 
and Succession of Feed. 


In sowing grass seed » or pasture, it 
is far better to use a mixture of those 
varieties best suited to the soil and 
climate, as this makes a dense herb­ 
age and affords a constant succession 
of 
fresh, 
tender, 
greeu 
feed 
than 
when only one or two kinds of seed 
are sown. 
FT nit, in his practical work 
on "Grasses and Forage Plants," says: 
“For a permanent pasture mixture it 
is highly important to bear in mind 
that such species should be selected 
as blossom at different periods in or­ 
der to secure, as far as possible, a 
luxuriant growth through the season; 
and some grasses may oe used w’hich 
are valuable mainly for their nutri­ 
tive value than In mixtures for field 
culture." 
For such a mixture, we 
might select the following as an ex­ 
ample: 
Meadow foxtail, flowering in May 
and June, two pounds; orchard grass, 
flowering inn 
May 
and June, six 
pounds; sweetscented vernal, flower­ 
ing in April and 
May, 
one pound; 
meadow fescue, flowering In May and 
June, two pounds; red top, flowering 
in June and July, two pounds; Ken­ 
tucky blue grass, flowering In May 
and June, four pounds; 
Italian rye 
grass, flowering in June, four pounds; 
perennial rye grass, flowering In July, 
three pounds; rough-stalked meadow, 
flowering in July, two pounds; peren­ 
nial clover, flowering In July, three 
pounds, and white clover, flowering in 
May to September, five pounds; mak­ 
ing 40 pounds iu all. 
This will be the right quantity to 
sow to the acre to obtain a thick sod 
that under good treatment will fur­ 
nish a 
luxuriant growth throughout 
the season—and 
for

years 
River bottom 
land, properly pre- | 
pared and seeded, can ne kept in sod * 
for many years. 
A dressing of raw- 
bone meal and wood ashes should be 
given every third year to keep up fer­ 
tility.

A1 Porch, the old rigger at the cap- 
Itol building in Washington, is the 
most Intimate associate of her m&- 
esty, the 
Goddess of Freedom, who 
stands upon the very 
dome

national 
congress. 
There are electric wires to 
be rigged on the bonnet of the goddess 
and occasionally she Is to be given 
a bath and a coat of pa int When these 
necessities arise it is Al Porch who 
is sent aloft to meet this difficult situ­ 
ation.

Rarely is It accomplished in any other 
method than that of scaling ladders.

MAGNIFICENT PAIR OF TUSKS 


ERADICATE SAN JOSE SCALE 


Horticulturist Tells How to Recognize 
Destructive Little Insect and 
How to Destroy It. 


Perhaps the worst feature of an a t ­ 
tack of San Jose scale is that, owing 
to its small size and inconspicuous 
color. It often remains unnoticed un­ 
til the tree lias been seriously in­ 
jured or even killed. 
Thai the tree 
lacks vigor may be recognized, but 
the cause of its unthriftiness is over­ 
looked. 
Yet it is not difficult to de­ 
lect when one really looks for it. 
in 
the early stages of infestation a few 
scales may be found, usually cluster­ 
ed about the buds of the preceding 
season’s growth, or even on two-year- 
old 
wood. 
The mature scales are 
grayish In color, being usually, but 
not always, somewhat lighter than the 
bark to which they are so closely a t­ 
tached. 
The mature females are nearly cir 
cular in shape, are approximately one- 
sixteenth 
of an inch in diameter and 
each is somewhat raised in the center 
to form a slight protuberance or nip 
pie, which is lighter in color than the 
rest of Its scale. 
If this scale is 
carefully examined by means of a 
small magnifier, 
several 
concentric 
circles may be observed between the 
nipple and the outer edge, and if it be 
carefully raised with the point of a 
pin or knife there will be revealed a 
minute yellow object, the insect itself. 
By spraying with Bordeaux mixture 
when trees are dormanr in the early 
winter and with copper sulphate solu­ 
tion before the buds swell, and a sec­ 
ond applications of the Bordeaux mix­ 
ture as soon as the blossoms fall, the 
scale may be destroyed. 
The same 
solution 
properly 
used 
will 
answer 
for scab, bitter rot and black rot.

on the 
side-track 
ed 
train 
must 
ag ree 
with the watch of the con duc­ 
tor on the ex press to which he had 
to g iv e way ; each 
station 
m aster 
alon g the road checks the time of ev ­ 
ery train that stops or flies past. 
In order that there may be ag ree­ 
men t amon g all these railroad men 
there must 
obv iously 
be 
accurate 
time pieces. There must also be some 
mean s of in spectin g the timepieces to 
see if they are accurate, an d if they 
ag ree with some stan dard. 
The rail­ 
road man is therefore compelled to 
buy n ot simply an ordin ary watch of 
reason able v alue, but a particularly 
g ood w atch, a timepiece kn own as the 
sev en teen -jeweled paten t reg ulator, a 
watch adjusted to heat, cold, an d at 
least three 
position s. 
These 
three 
position s are pen dan t up, as carried 
in the pocket, dial up an d dial down . 
Such 
an 
in strum en t will n ot 
v ary 
more than thirty secon ds 
a 
week, 
which is more accurate than man y 
scien tific 
in strum en ts 
of 
precision 
used in laboratories. 
Ev en 
human 
pron en ess to error is con sidered in 
this m atter of choosin g a g ood rail­ 
road watch, for a lev er-set watch is 
preferred to the pen dan t-set watch lo­ 
calise there Is just the chan ce that 
the stem of the pen dan t-set may n ot 
he pushed back after settin g , throug h 
an ov ersig ht. 
In order that the watch may be 
kept 
up to a 
reg ular stan dard. It 
must he in spected reg ularly . 
There 
is n ot on ly a g en eral time in spector 
on most railroads, but a staff of local 
in spectors who are placed alon g the 
road at con v en ien t 
poin ts,

whom the men may resort when they 
wish to compare their time with the 
stan dard time at that 
place.

Bo far as repairin g g oes, the 
railroad man Is un der n o compulsion . 
He n eed n ot han d ov er his watch to 
an y particular w'atchtuaker, or In spec­ 
tor, for repair, but he can g iv e it to 
an y w atchm aker in whom he has con ­ 
fiden ce.

Minister 
to 
Mexico 
After 
Civil 
War, W as Largely Responsi- ^ 
ble for Their Development.

No soldier who had serv ed with 
promin en ce in the Civ il war an d who 
was afterwards elected a member of 
con g ress ev er attracted more atten tion 
from the g alleries than did Gen . Wil­ 
liam S. Rosecran s. “Old Rosie,” as his 
soldiers called him. when he en tered 
the house of represen tativ es in 1 881. 
He had as a colleag ue Gen . Joseph E 
John ston , with whom he was on most 
frien dly terms, an d in the sen ate were 
Gen s John A Log an an d Ambrose C 
Burn side, an d a little later. Gen . Wil­ 
liam Mahon e. 
Hoseeran s was the per 
•on iflcatlon of sin cerity , of perfect de­ 
mocracy , an d he had. as 
so 
man y 
g reat soldiers hav e, a distin ctiv e qual­ 
ity of in n ocen ce, almost childlike in 
Us simplicity . 
At the time Gen eral Rosecran s be­ 
came a member of con g ress a g reat 
deal of discussion was prev ailin g as to 
the practicability of con structin g a 
ahlp railroad across the Tehuan tepec 
Isthm us of Mex ico, In order 
to 
do 
away with the lon g v oy ag e aroun d the 
Horn . 
The plan had bt'en adv oc ate 
by Capt. Jam es B. Eads, 
who 
had 
g ain ed an In tern ation al reputation as 
an en g in eer partly throug h the con ­ 
struction of the Eads bridg e ov er the 
Mississippi at St. 
Louis an d 
partly 
throug h his successful buildin g of the 
j etty sy stem n ear the mouth of the 
Mississippi riv er, which resulted 
in 
the lon g -desired deepen in g of the riv ­ 
e r’s chan n el. 
Before Gen eral 
Rose­ 
cran s en tered con g ress he had been 
m in ister to Mex ico. 
I had heard that 
h ^ was much in terested in Captain 
Kail’s plan for a ship railway across 
the Tehuan tepec isthmus, an d at the 
first opportun ity I asked the g en eral 
If he would tell 
rue whether 
he 
thoug ht Eads’ plan was practicable or 
n ot. 


“I hav e n o doubt about the practi­ 
cability of the con struction of a ship 
railway across the Tehuan tepec isth 
mug ,” he said, with emphasis. “It isn ’t 
a v ery difficult scheme from 
an en ­ 
g in eer’s poin t of v iew. 
All that would 
hav e to be don e would be to build a 
railroad of six tracks that could ac­ 
commodate platform cars; 
then 
the 
ships could be hauled from the At­ 
lan tic harbor by an In clin e to these 
cars, con structed on the dry dock s>s- 
tem, an d then the locomotiv es would 
haul them across the isthmus to the. 
Pacific side. 
An d v ice v ersa. 
The 
on ly trouble with Eads’ plan is that it 
would cost a g reat deal of mon ey . 


“ When I was min ister to Mex ico In 
’68 —that was just after 
Juarez had 
ov erthrown Max imilian an d set up the 
republic afresh—-there were scarcely 
an y railroads in the coun try . 
There 
was on e that ran from Vera Cruz to 
the capital, an d there were two or 
three little on es elsewhere, an d that 
about tells the whole story 
But 1 had 
n ot been In Mex ico six mon ths before 
I realized that with ample railway fa 
cilities the republic would become, in 
time, on e of the most prosperous n a­ 
tion s in the world, un question ably of 
that part of the world ly in g to the 
south of the Un ited States.

“For some time after I « eased be 
in g min ister to Mex ico I stay ed in the 
coun try an d ag itated the railway de­ 
v elopmen t of the republic.

of 
the 
Mex ican republic, an d I hav e often re­ 
g retted that before I could

opmen t is n ow un der way . as reg ards 
a cen tral railway , thoug h 1 am n ot to 
reap an y material ben efits 
from it. 
An d I v en ture to m ake the prediction 
to y ou that within the n ex t fifteen or 
twen ty y ears a true tran scon tin en tal 
lin e will he built across the Tehuan te 
pec isthmus, an d, when it is. Mex ico’s 
prog ress as a commercial n ation will 
he mag n ificen tly adv an ced.”
